iF may have been the theological revalts of 
Rov. Charles eveher's minltry in the church at 
Georgetown, Jus Intellectaal reralts are highly credit- 
able 10 him. Both bis chureb and congregatton hat 
‘sown a correct understanding of thelr rights and stu 
ew In those capacities, and an Independence of the 
bonds of tradlilon and custom which the lealers of 
Orthodox Congregstionnliam are constantly strivi 
to bind Ughter upon them, sueh ay 1 fer, could rearce 
Iy te paralleled among the bodies called Orthodox 
Congregational ln New England, This Intelligence 
fand Independence may fairly bo ascribed to the influ: 
ence of Mr. Beecher, elther to his dirret instruction 
in regard to ecclesiastical matters, oF to his {nfluence 
in fontering Independence of thought. I refer to 
Uheeo two facts, namely —the voto of the ehurch to 
retain blow ax ile roinlster, after the counett had re- 
commended his diarmisaal, aod the vote of the congre= 
gailon to urge hier fo remain, after the choreh had 
thrown Its Influence on the side of bis opponents by 
acceptance of the realgnation which he had. wagnani- 
moadly offered. 

The books whieh detine the meaning and scope of 
Congregationaliam (except thove written witha»

Yody) agree io admitting that the foncUon of « cous 
Is simply suailiary wod advisory; and that each
